He fays, 
that Human Liberty is little known, tho’ the Knowledge 
of it be of the greateft Importance, becaufe Juftice and 
Injuftice, Rewards and Punifhments,) both in this World 
and after this Life’, eed, depend upon it. Vala an- 
fwers him, That fuch an gnorance ought not to make 
us unealy, ‘fince it is the Pare of al) Men ; and that it 
were as unreafonable to complain of it, as to complain 
that we have no Wings like Birds. Whereupon the Two 
Interlocutors procers in a following manaer.
